New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971.

Publics- 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer s proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6. QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8. QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971.

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8'/ 2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.)

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name.

Weight Control 
Clinic To Be 
Held August 8 

To lose unwanted pounds 
and keep them under con¬ 
trol is the purpose of the 
weight control clinic that 
will be sponsored by Loma 
Linda University beginning 
Sunday, August 8. The pro¬ 
gram will commence with 
five consecutive meetings 
and then one meeting a 
week for a period of six 
months. 

Each evening session will 
be divided into three sec¬ 
tions during the initial five- 
day period. Nutrition ex¬ 
perts will stress the impor¬ 
tance of well-balanced diets, 
a psychiatrist arid a minis¬ 
ter will work together to ex¬ 
plain the need for proper 
motivation, and a physical 
fitness instructor will dem¬ 
onstrate simple exercises to 
control weight. 

The problem of keeping 
pounds under control once 
the proper weight has been 
attained is one of the pur¬ 
poses of the clinic. A spokes¬ 
man for Ihe clinic states 
that one of the biggest fac¬ 
tors affecting people with 
weight problems is improper 
eating and exercise habits.

quirement of more than a simple majority for bond 
issues, “wise or not,” nevertheless does not violate the 
equal protection clause “so long as such provisions do 
not discriminate against or authorize discrimination against 
any identifiable class.” 

The impact of that ruling is especially poignant 
because of a number of bond issues passed or pending 
throughout California to finance earthquake-proofing of 
schools. The Los Angeles school district’s attorney, fox- 
example, expressed fear that a $198.5 million bond issue 
for that purpose which passed May 25 with a percentage 
fractionally short of two-thirds would be jeopardized. State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction Wilson Riles con¬ 
ceded he is “very disturbed” by the finding. 

San Francisco City Attorney Thomas O’Connor, who 
petitioned the U.S. Supreme Court to review the Cali¬ 
fornia decision, has expressed belief that when the Court 
considei-s it — and any other similar cases — it will 
rule as it did in the West Virginia case. 

The immediate problem, of course, is that any bonds 
authorized by less than a two-thirds majority under the 
California ruling will for all intents and pux-poses be 
unsaleable until that ruling is validated by the U.S. 
court. 

The solution, assuming no such validation, must come 
from the people of California, either reaffirming or over¬ 
turning the existing two-thirds requii-ement — probably 
through a clarifying constitutional amendment which ex¬ 
presses exactly what sort of bond issue majority require¬ 
ment they want, and does so without any provisions that 
would “discriminate against or authorize discrimination 
against any identifiable class.”

Darrell La Lone 
On Peru Trip 

Dr. Darrell La Lone, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Julian La 
Lone of Sierra Madre is on 
an Anthropological expedi¬ 
tion in Peru with 14 stu¬ 
dents and .professors from 
U.C.L.A., Harvard and Cor¬ 
nell University. 

Their first stop was in 
Mexico City where they 
stayed at th e home of a 
Mexican movie producer. 
Banquets were held in then- 
honor and they were able to 
see much of th e surrounding 
countryside. A rather unusu¬ 
al experience was that of 
being able to play with 
their host’s pet tigers, leop¬ 
ards, and a chimpanzee. 

From Mexico the group 
flew to Peru where they 
were greeted by dignitaries 
and treated royally in a 
country club atmosphere. 
Here Dr. La Lone had his 
first taste of Sebichi, (raw 
fish) and raw shell fish 
which he found quite unap¬ 
petizing. Also on the plate 
was a round white piece of 
fish which wasn’t too bad 
until ho found out it was 
octopus. 

Leaving civilization be¬ 
hind they are now in the 
very high country, over 10,- 
000 feet, at the foot of snow 
covered volcanos. Living in 
tents, pitched in a circle, 
they are eating lentils and 
soy beans, with the .natives 
standing around watching 
them. 

While digging for old arti¬ 
facts the group is also 
studying the area of the se¬ 
vere earthquake in Peru last 
year. They found complete 
devastation with only the 
mud and straw huts stand¬ 
ing. There is extreme pov¬ 
erty in the country and wa¬ 
ter is very scarce. They find 
working in the high alti¬ 
tude is very difficult which 
necessitates working slowly 
with frequent rest periods. 

Dr. LaLone attended Sier¬ 
ra Madre Schools, PHS, and 
did his undergraduate work 
at U.C. Berkeley. He received 
his Ph.D. degree from the 
University of Michigan and' 
is now a professor of An¬ 
thropology at UCLA.
